| ResoLveD UNANIMOUSLY, That it is with much concern, we find Capt. Barber's 
Conduct of late oppoſite to the Spirit of Volunteering, by his aſſuming a power 
to diſpoſe of motions made in the Company without taking their ſuffrage, 
thereby preventing the Company their right of Judging for themſeives, Plead- 
ing for precedent, the Conduct of the Down right Sheriff of the county of Down. 
By his trying a Member for a miſdemeaner, whoſe crime was obeying the 
orders of the Company, charging ſaid member with diſobedience of orders; 
orders, which he had never given in perſon, writing or by others.—By his refuſing to 
form a Court-martial by Ballot; the method agreed to in our Aſſociation, but 
pack'd it of ſuch as would implicitly obey him.—By his refuſing a Member of 


the Company an opportunity of explaining his Conduct, againſt ſurmiſes ſent 


abroad of him, is brow-beating ſaid member tor making ſuch Requiſition; with 
appellations beneath a man, thereby adding inſult to injury.—By his declaring 
at ſundry Times and to ſundry Perſons, that he would ab/olutely command 
the Company; or Reduce it to ten men,—And by his anſwer to our Requiſi- 
tion deſiring an Explanation of his conduct, which anſwer is altogether unlatiſ- 
factory, inconſiſtent and evaſive, from which we believe that the ſaid Capt. 
Barber wants to be Abſolute, or to deſtroy the company, by which he would make 
his peace with the Ariſtocratic party, as he lately did by his cringing ſubmiſſion 
to lord Glerawly, in a manner Derogatory to the Dignity and Honor of the 
Rathfriland Company. 


REsoLveD UNANIMOUSLVY, That we will no longer remain under the Command 
of ſaid Capt. Barber, but ſeceade by the name ot the Southern Diviſion of the 
Rathfriland Company, under the Command of Meflrs. James Scott, and Geo, 
Cowan, Lieutenants, and Mr. Andrew Sloan, Adjutant tor ſaid Diviſion, 


RESOLVED UNANIMOUNLY, That we will Perſevere in the uſe of Arms, and 
Co- operate with our Fellow Citizens at large, in every meaſure by them adopted, 
for obtaining a redreſs of thoſe Grievances ſo juſtly complained of, That we 
will endeavour to Increaſe our Numbers, and Learn others who attend our 


Parades the uſe of the Firelock.
